Now in order to make $145.00 in 
two weeks he is called from his 
home at anytime of the day or 
night whenever the company so 
requires him and it is a very 
good trip if he returns home in 
24 hours. I am _ speaking of 
through freight which is really 
the best. The only reason a brake- 
man gets the big pay cheque is

A ear- 
penter gets $1.25 or $1.30 per hour, 
a garage mechanic $1.50 per hour, 
in fact any skilled laborer gets at 
least $1.10 or 15 and you also re- 
alize after eight hours they get 
time and one-half. Well, we get 
straight time and if after four- 
teen hours we ask for rest some 
people take exception to the act. 
And if you don’t think the chores 
of a brakeman do not come under 
the heading of skilled labor, just 
try it some time. The company 
is always ready to engage the ser- 
vices of an experienced man. 

Now, do we need an increase? 
Remember a meal away from 
home costs anywhere from 65c 
to 80c and there are plenty to 
buy. 

No hard feelings, I hope, for 
you are not the only one who 
thinks along those lines and are 
not to blame as that seems to be 
the way certain people want the 
common layman to believe.

Jews, Gentiles 
In Common Faith 


It was recently the experience 
of the writer to preach to a Jew- 
ish congregation. It is quite true 
that there was no feeling of doing 
anything exceptional, and_ still 
less of conferring eny favor. If it 
had been an Anglican or Baptist 
church t would have deen 
precisely the same emotions—a 
consciousness of fundamental 
spiritual kinship, with just gsuffi- 
cient difference to add piquancy 
to the visit.* The people were 
friends, which means more than 
being friendly, 

The robes that I wore included 
a definitely Christian symbol 
which I was not esked ‘either to 
cover or remove, The message 
that I gave needed only a per- 
fectly legitimate change of a 
name in order to make it exactly 
what had many times been given 
to a Christian congregation, and 
the change was to a name Jesus 
Himself used for his idea) and 
his personality, instead of one 
theologians had devised fo them. 
The exquisite psalms, the no less 
exquisite prayers, the reverent 
conduct of the service, and the 
devout music were all singularly 
moving. 

The fact that the congregation 
did not sing made one wonder 
just why Christian congregations 
do. 

This Jewish worship, however, 
was profoundly real, and the peo- 
ple were obviously united and 
friendly. There were some Chris- 
tians present, including several 
of my own elders, and altogether 
there was not the slightest feeling 
that the surroundings were not 
those in which Jesus would have 
been completely at home.

Faith,” and it was not hard to 
begin with the fact that Jesus 
lived and died in the Jewish 


faith, and that it was Paul, not 
Jesus, who withdrew the dis- 
ciples from the synagogue, When 
the Acts of the Apostles opens, 
his most intimate followers are 
still found going up to the tem- 
ple to pray, as he had done so 


often, in addition to going, “as 
his custom was,” to the syna- 
gogue. It was easy to honor the 
memory of that young soldier 
who was the first idealist, law- 
giver, and nation-builder, and 
whom Sir Arthur Weigall has 
brought to life in his fine 
“Flights Into Antiquity,” where

Nothing that is being written 
on international or socia] ques- 
tions is more to the point than 
the speeches of the Jewish prime 
minister of B.C. 760, Isaiah, 
Nothing is spiritually higher or 
more beautiful than the poetry 
which comprises Chapters XXXV 
and XL to the end of the Book of 
Isaiah, and which belongs to the 
exile in Babylon, 250 years after 
his day. Of course, the Jews all 
know this: their interpretation of 
the “Old Testament” js scholarly, 
because they know the facts.

Almanac attitude which imagines 
that the book about Daniel, which 
belongs to the time of the Mac 
cabees, has something to do with 
the measurements of the pyra- 
mid or the behavior of Hitler, 
Churchill, or perhaps even the 
prime minister of Canada. ‘Tne 
Jews have their feet firmly on 
the ground in their knowledge of 
our common Scriptures, Would 
al] Christians were equally well 
informed and nourished! 

Of course, “Our Common 
Faith” consists of three very def-. 
The first is belief 
in one God. Christians do not 
believe in three Gods, though 
they sometimes give the impres- 
sion that they do in confused and 
erroneous definition of the Holy 
Trinity, 


Prayers 
Are Lovely 


The life beyond death is, of 
course, abundantly set forth in 
Ecclesiastes and Job, where there 
is none of the confusion of the 


Christian hymnbook, which vain- 
ly tries to reconcile being “asleep 
within the tomb” with “living 
unto Thee.” Indeed the prayers 
for the bereaved offered in the 
temple were very lovely—and 
entirely sane. 

The third article of common 
faith is, of course, redemption, 
Nowhere is it more vividly set 
forth than in Isaian LIII, but its 
supreme exposition is perhaps in 
Ezekiel I, where that astounding 
vision of man as he is, surround- 
ed by the wheels of mechanical 
existence — though the wheels 
then had eyes, which they since 
seem to have lost—has above his 
head a transparent platform of 
crystal on which, under the can- 
opy of rainbow, which is the 
divine promise, is seated the nak- 
ed flame-bathed Son of Man— 
the “Christ that is to be,” as 
Tennyson would have said. 

It is very easy to realize, espec- 
jally in these days, that all who 
believe in the things of God must 
stand together. It is ever easier 
to see that Jews and Christians 
have a common background, a 
common faith, and a common 
purpose, Those who have seen 
the film “Gentleman's Agree- 
ment,” will surely have little 
toleration for the attitude adopt- 
ed by some to the people who 
have given the world more than 
any other. That the Jew is not a 
member of a race but only of a 
religion is not true; he is as dis- 
tinctive as a Scot whom, in many 
ways—notably his world-disper- 
sion—he resembles. 

It will long live in the memory 
of those Christians who were 
present, and many of whom have 
referred to it since as one of the 
most fruitful and delightful of 
their experiences, In this country, 
where our racial diversity makes 
an asset for us and, in our unity, 
an example for mankind, there 
could be nothing more whole- 
some than such friendly partici- 
pation in the worship of God.

Sie Alexander Mackenzie, the “Conqueror of the Rockies,” 
is credited with two important achievements in the exploras 
tion of Canada. He discovered the great river which beare 
his name and was the first white man to reach the Pacifie 
by an overland route across the rugged mountain ranges 
of the West, thus solving the problem which had been the 
great despair of Cartier, Champlain and La Sglle.

Humility 


According te John Chrysostom, 4th century 
Christian scholar, humility is “the root, mother, nurse, 
foundation and bond of all virtue.” St. Augustine, an- 
other great 4th century figure, asserted that humility 
is “well nigh the whole substance of the Christian 
discipline.” 

The superlative importance of humility is derived 
from the fact that this virtue is essentially the accept- 
ance of God’s will in all things. The humble man re- 
laxes completely in the arms of God. He is affected 
neither by anxiety nor worry; neither by restlessness 


nor fear, 
Humility exists only where there is faith, hope and 
charity, The humble are not disturbed by the cruelties 


inflicted by evil men; faith in God assures them that 
such manifestations are part of a divine purpose that 
some day will be made known to them. Hope teaches 
them to look forward to the day of ultimate joy rather 
than to rebel against the trials and difficulties of the 
present. Charity reminds them of the humility of 
Christ Himself, who walked with the lowly and was 
content to bear with sinners for their souls’ sake. 


Tranquillity, patience and forebearance are some 
of the hallmarks of humility. Another is gratitude. 
Man seldom escapes sin. He must, therefore, he eter- 
nally grateful to God not only for His pardon but for 
His promise of happiness to all who seek to follow 
His will. He must be grateful for every added joy and 
comfort given him in this world. 

Before honor is humility, s@ys the Book of Prov- 
erbs. The publican striking his breast and not daring 
to raise his eyes to heaven was greater in God’s sight 
than the Pharisee whom the world saw as a model of 
rectitude but who inwardly was corrupt with pride. 
Christ, the greatest of men, was also the most 
humble. If the lives and deeds of the world’s truly 
great be carefully studied, they will reveal that the 
secret of pre-eminence is not greatness at all, but a 
deep and abiding humility.

formerly consumed by cup.

The cup does 
not provide the soothing, relax- 
ing influence of the bottle.
